CAVALRY OF ENEMY 
FLEE FROM DINANT 
WHEN FRENCH FIRE 


• Brussels, Aug. 15, via London, Aug. 16.—The roar of cannon is distinotly heard in 
the Belgian capital to-night, as it was ninety-nine years ago from the field of Waterloo. 
Militaiy officers declare the greatest battle of history has begun. 

Undoubtedly the troops of the German and allied armies in touch for the first 
time along the longest battle line the map of the world has ever mown.' On one side are 
the columns, of Britain, Belgium and France, and on the other the regiments of the 
united German empire. ^ 

Skirmishes are rapidly growing to the size of battles in themselves, and it is be¬ 
lieved the Germans have made up their minds to strike a blow with the full strength of 
their mailed fist. 

Germans Expect to Lose 100,000 

Prom the arrangement of their forces it appears that they are veering as rapidly as 
possible to the north with the multiple object of striking the British column at Brus¬ 
sels, threatening Antwerp and driving the French back up on the main line of their 
frontier defences. 

Liege, where the battle against the Belgian forts still rages, is forgotten. Diest, 
a comparatively unimportant city, stands larger upon the military maps as the centre 
of the neighboi^ood of military activity, 

Belgium has proved such a stumbling-block to the German strategists that the 
st»ries told by prisoners to the effect that their general staff is reconciled to the loss of 
100)(^ men in the coming battle is generally believed by the officers of the allies. 

Figiitihg Artillery. Uuel at Long Range 

Germany has massed such an extensive anny in Belgium and has encountereil such 
difficulties in feeding and transporting it that she must push through or suffer a disas¬ 
trous reverse. Necessities of food for her great population on one hand and the threat 
9f Russia on the other unite in demanding a speedily victorious campaign. 

The incessant cannonading indicates that the German general assault has begun 
along the Belgian line with an artiUery duel at long range. Under.cover of this fire the 
German infantry is said to be advancing slowly, entrenching as they move forward. 

The artillery fire of the allies is said to be extremely deadly, but the Gormans are 
meeting it with unusual bravery. Half a dozen Gorman attempts to carry the Belgian

“The massing of such enormous 
numbers of troops has never been at- 
tcntpled before and doubtless It has 
taken longer than was expected. 

Kven small armies cannot fight in 
advance of their commissariat. If 
the large swarms of men are not fed 
they must fall. One of the reasons 
IielKtum has taken so many cavalry 
prlKOncrs Is that the German cavalry 
seemH to have roi>eatedly got out of 
reach of Its supplies. 

The test will l»e far more severe 
when this battle . develops. Every 
great army contains many generals 
who can command 10,000 mei^,. * but 
there are veiv' 6^ who are .capable 
or directing 60,000 or 100,000 men in 
actual warfare. Not many human 
brains, however gifted, cai^ control 
tho o|>eratlon of a half million men 
that stretches over sixty to eighty 
miles of front. 

"There are many surprises In store 
for us in this war. It is easy enough 
to ann and drill the manhood of a 
nation. It Is extraordinarily different 
to handle It In battle against a foe of 
oc|ual Ktrength and valor acting on 
the defensive. 

The result may be In doubt for 
days There may even bo no ex¬ 
tremely definite result at all. Any- 
tliiug short of a decisive victory for 
tho CSerman army may be counted an 
an iiiillal defeat

Lesson Learned in 1870 Re¬ 
sulted in Circles of.Detached 
Forts Forming Curtains 


With Brussels in. the Centre 
Why Germans Are Making 
Such Sacrifices

Ab ^ result of the overwhelming 
defeat of Franee in 1870 the iiiatter 
of opportune defence was carefully 
studied by the council of defence, 
which selected the plan of Gen. Sere 
de la Riviere of the French enRlneerB 
to defend the line of the Meuse and 
Moselle rivers, 20 miles from the bor> 
der 

The Belgian border waa protected 
hy the Kuaraiitee of neutrality by the 
KJuropeaA powers, so the firet efforts 
were jflven to the tlorman frontier. 
The four^ cities. Helfast, Epinal, Toul 
and Verdun, contrtrl the principal 
railroads and hiKhways across the 
border. They were mdected for sup'- 
porting points in the line of defence 
un<i Were converted Into entrenehed 
camps These cities divide the bor¬ 
der into iliree parts, each beinK about 
forty trill s. 

Belfort hu.« a central defence and 
has a circle of ii< laehed forts eight 
miles from the city and avera^^Ing 
two and a half rnili-s apart. The ar¬ 
tillery In the forts (•-ntrols the in¬ 
tervals between thtm, so that no 
large body of the enen.y can get 
through Stnall bodies can ue turned 
back by the inner defences and by 
the mobile garrison. 

The forts are similar in p^nn. about 
400 yards long and 150 yards dt'cp. 
They provide for bnnthproof shelters 
Where men and guns can be sheltered 
during an enemy's bombardment and 
have undergrounil passages so that 
any part of the fort can be reached 
or re-enforced without exposure of 
the defenders.

Each fort is surrounded by a ditih 
thirty feet deep and is Imprognalde 
to direct assault.

Upon the map will he found Sarrebruck, Strasbnrg, Metz, Sedan, Chalons —all jilaces whieh loomed large in the war news 44 
years ago. 

The map shows the Grand Duchy of Luxemburg, the little principality lying between the southeastern part of Belgium and Germany, 
The neutrality of this little state has been guaranteed for the last 47 years hy the great powers, Prussia included; hut Germany flouted 
these treaty obligations on Saturday, when a German army 100,000 strong, inarched into the Grand Duchy.

Franch 'War Office Issues 
Statement on SituatiCn 
Along Frontier 


Paris. Aug. II.—An official com¬ 
munication Issued yesterday after¬ 
noon by the French minister of war 
reviews the situation.

.Spirituallam, Ancient and Modem," 
fiirmed the subject of Rev. J. B. 
Warnh ker’a sermon at tho First Bap- 
tlHt church. Dominion theatre, last 
evening, great Interest In the theme be¬ 
ing demonatrated by the large c«jngre- 
gatlon which attended. 

(’hooalng his text from Deutoronomy 
18, V. 9-12, Mr. Warnicker proceeded tOi 
elucidate hla subject by reminding his' 
hearers that man had always been try-, 
ing to penetrate the future—to solve tlfe 
problem of what had becfime of his 
loved ones when they departed this 
life. In ancient civilizations soothsay-! 
ers. necromancers and oracles were j 
recognized authorities In times of w'ar 
and national trouble. The soothsayers 
had gone, hut to-day there were In 
their place clairvoyants, psychical re-| 
search societies, etc. Man still desired 
to penetrate the future. 

There were three theories in connec¬ 
tion with Immortality (1) Annihilation. 
This, however, was repudiated by near¬ 
ly everyone. Man believed too much 
In the vigor of the soul to believe In Its! 
destruction, (2) Pantheism. This again 
fell down before the idea- of personal 
immortality. The third theory which 
gave credence to the Idea of eternal 
nature of the personal soul. 

Mr. Warnicker quoted Sir Oliver 
Lodge, Russell Wallace and others who 
W’ere making progi^irss In their investi¬ 
gations along the last-named lines. But| 
the authority of th« Christian was to, 
be found In the Bible, which forbade' 
'spiritualism "Regard not them that 
have familiar spirits. Neither seek out 
wizards to be deflied by th^m."
